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Christian’s Scouse 
jokes cause storm 

Calls for minister to resign over ‘offensive’ anti-Liverpool email message

A CHRISTIAN minister is 
under pressure to resign from 
his prominent community 
role over an email that con¬ 
tained derogatory jokes about 
Liverpudlians. 

Victor Cowell, vice-chairman 
of Marsh Farm Community 
Forum (MFCF), emailed a list 
of jokes that depicted 
Liverpudlians as benefit 
cheats, criminals and sexually 
promiscuous people to his 
daughter and one other indi¬ 
vidual in June. 

The same email was subse¬ 
quently forwarded from his 
account to other people on 
Wednesday. 

Jokes in the message which 
were deemed to be offensive 
included: ‘What do you call a 
27-year-old Liverpool girl? A 
granny’ and ‘What's the most 
confusing day in Liverpool? 
Fathers’ Day’. 

Mr Cowell, who is also a com¬ 
munity representative on the 
management committee of the 
Safer Luton Partnership, 
admits sending the email to his 
daughter and another individ¬ 
ual, but claims that his email 
account was hacked into 
before the email was then for¬ 
warded to Luton on Sunday 
and various public officials in 
the town, including Luton 
Borough Council leader Hazel 
Simmons and Town Hall chief 
executive Trevor Holden. 


CALM DOWN: Vick Cowell accused 

Joyce Yearwood, another vice- 
chairman at MFCF, said: “I find 
the jokes disgusting, offensive 
and appalling as they make fun 
of people we are supposed to 
represent. 


“The board is going to hold a 
meeting where we will address 
this issue and I have told Mr 
Cowell that if he is a Christian 
he shouldn’t be saying these 
things. 


“As far as I am concerned 
Victor Cowell should resign.” 

Ken Gordon, a Marsh Farm 
resident, said: “The jokes in his 
email are not appropriate at all 
for any right-minded commu¬ 
nity person. They make fun of 
people suffering with the same 
issues that the community 
forum is trying so hard to 
serve.” 

Mr Cowell, who said he is in 
the process of setting up a 
church, said: “The original 
email was sent to my daughter 
and one other person who is a 
Liverpudlian. The jokes were 
about Liverpool people and the 
other person I sent them to 
didn’t find them offensive. 

“If you listen to comedians 
like Frank Boyle they say jokes 
which are far worse. Any kind 
of joke is going to have some 
people who find it offensive 
and I find it offensive that 
someone hacked into my 
email. 

“If you can’t send things in 
private then what can you 
send? I did not make them 
public. 

“I will be pursuing this with 
the police and I have no inten¬ 
tion of stepping down. The big 
problem in this is not what I 
said but that someone hacked 
into my email and I don’t have 
to answer to anything because 
I have done nothing wrong.” 

Bedfordshire Police said they 
had not received a complaint 
but ‘would offer advice on how 
an individual should proceed if 
they came in to see an officer’.

Private dog unit runs risk of crime 


IF the police dog unit is 
privatised the handlers 
will not be able to arrest 
people who are caught in 
possession of drugs or 
weapons. 

Bedfordshire Police, along 
with Hertfordshire and 
Cambridgeshire, is looking 
at privatising its specialist 
dog service to save 
money. 

At the moment dog 
handlers are serving 
police officers and if 
during an operation a dog 
finds drugs or weapons on 
a person, that officer can 
immediately arrest them. 
Once privatised the dog 
handler will be a civilian 
and will not have police 
powers, such as that of 
arrest. 

So the handler will have 
to call for help but will not 


be able to restrain the 
person physically as that 
could be construed as 
assault. 

The fear is that either this 
will lead to more 
doubling-up, with an 
officer having to be with 
the dog handler, or many 
such operations will 
cease. The latter is 
thought to be more likely, 
as the former would 
cancel out any savings. 
There will also be fewer 
specialist dog handlers 
available in Bedfordshire, 
which is likely to reduce 
the hours they will be 
available to assist in 
incidents. 

Oily Martins, the Labour 
Party prospective 
candidate for the new 
police commissioner role, 
said: “I am all in favour of 


finding more efficient 
ways of doing things and 
getting better value for 
money but some of the 
measures Bedfordshire 
Police are having to take 
due to the current 
financial pressures seem 
to go well beyond that.” 

A Bedfordshire Police 
Authority spokeswoman 
said: “The business case, 
which has not yet been 
agreed by all three police 
authorities, proposes 
retaining the general 
purpose dog capability for 
the three forces. 

“It is also proposed that 
some elements of 
specialist, pre-planned 
searches (such as 
searching for currency 
and drugs] could be 
conducted by someone 
without police powers.”

Just desserts for boss 
of immigration eatery

A BUSINESSMAN who used 
one of his restaurants as a 
cover for an immigration 
scam has been convicted. 

Gyash Uddin, 39, of Ivy 
Road, Luton, sponsored visa 
applications for family 
members from Bangladesh 
to come to the UK where he 
then employed them at his 
restaurant. 

Once in the country, EU 
nationals were paid to 
embark on fake marriages or 
civil partnerships with the 
Bangladeshis, who hoped 
the bogus relationships 
would help them gain long¬ 
term residency and the right 
to work and access benefits. 

Most were also employed 
by Uddin at Moja in Mill 
Road, Leighton Buzzard. 

A marriage certificate 
alone does not give foreign 
nationals the right to live 
and work in the UK. Their 


relationship has to be gen¬ 
uine. If it is not, they face 
prosecution or deportation. 

Andy Radcliffe, of the UK 
Border Agency (UKBA), said: 
“Uddin took advantage of 
his position as a restaura¬ 
teur to sponsor people to 
enter the UK, knowing full 
well that they never planned 
to go home. 

“At every turn, our investi¬ 
gators found his fingerprints 
all over the case, with the 
evidence pinpointing him as 
the main player. He acted as 
an interpreter at some of the 
weddings and money went 
to the EU nationals direct 
from his account. 

“He also staged a reception 
for one of the weddings at 
Moja, the fagade of a happy 
marriage undermined when 
both the bride and groom 
went back to work in the 
kitchens just half an hour 
into the celebration.” 

Uddin was convicted of 
conspiracy to facilitate a 


breach of the UK’s immigra¬ 
tion laws and fraud offences 
after a three-week trial at 
Luton Crown Court. 

He was one of three people 
in the dock, all of whom had 
denied the charges against 
them. 

Bangladeshi nationals 
Mohammed Razul Miah, 35, 
of Mill Road, Leighton 
Buzzard, and Mohammed 
Dolon Miah, 35, of Spencer 
Road, Luton, were also con¬ 
victed of conspiracy to facil¬ 
itate a breach of the UK’s 
immigration laws. 

Six Luton residents had 
pleaded guilty to the same 
charges of conspiracy to 
facilitate a breach of the 
UK’s immigration laws at 
earlier hearings. 

They were Polish nationals 
Mariusz Rohde, 28, of 
Hitchin Road, Dorota 
Wysocka, 45, of Studley 
Road, Katarzyna Potrykus, 
40, of Cowper Road, Aneta 
Szczepanik, 35, of Kingsland 


Road, and Kamila 
Drozdowska, 28, of Bute 
Street - and British man Tera 
Miah, 58, of Hitchin Road. 
The six had entered into 
bogus relationships with 
Bangladeshi nationals. 

The offences were com¬ 
mitted between 2005 and 
2011. 

The UKBA investigation 
was launched after regis¬ 
trars expressed concern 
about the wedding of 
Wysocka and Razul Miah, 
who were married on 
February 19 at Leighton 
Buzzard Register Office. 
There was a clear language 
barrier between the bride 
and groom. 

Arrests were carried out 
between May and October 
last year. 

Uddin, Dolon Miah and 
Razul Miah have been 
remanded in custody and 
the others have been bailed 
ahead of sentencing, a date 
for which has yet to be fixed.

Police fork 
out over 
£30k on 
travelling 

A POLICE force has had 
to pay more than 
£30,000 in public 
transport claims by 
officers and staff in 
the last four years, 
new figures show. 

Those working for 
Bedfordshire Police 
put in a total of 
£30,574 worth of 
expenses for travel 
that included buses, 
trains, taxis and even 
plane tickets while 
carrying out their 
duties. 

The numbers emerged 
following a Freedom of 
Information request 
and show that claims 
more than doubled 
from £5,308 in 2010- 

11 to £11,964 in 2011- 
12 . 

Last month we 
reported how mileage 
for officers and staff 
had also doubled since 
Bedfordshire and 
Hertfordshire merged 
in 2008 showing our 
county’s police driving 
more than 197,000 
miles in 2011-12 
compared to around 
84,000 in 2008-09. 

The biggest claim 
came from the force’s 
special branch in 2011- 

12 who were paid 
£5,601 in expenses for 
public transport. The 
smallest came from 
the dog section with a 
claim of just £13.48 in 
2009-10. 


Airport accused 
of coolness in 
falling ice claim

A RESIDENT says he had his 
house and car damaged by 
falling ice from a passing 
plane costing him £4,000 in 
repairs. 

Terrence Roberts says that 
his family were woken up in 
their home in Cutenhoe 
Road, Luton, in the middle 
of the night by a loud crash¬ 
ing noise. 

On inspection they found a 
piece of broken ice on their 
decking as well as broken 
roof tiles and minor damage 
to one of their cars.

“I am disappointed by the 
fact my kids were most 
affected by this incident but 
no-one came round to even 
ask how we were. I accept

cern.” 

Luton Airport confirmed 
its Airport Operations 
Manager was in discussion 
with Mr Roberts in regards 
to a visit. 

A spokeswoman for the air¬ 
port said: “The matter of 
compensation can only be 
addressed when the investi¬ 
gation is concluded. The 
investigation process has 
followed the normal course 
and has not been influenced 
by Mr Roberts’ contact with 
the media.”

Councillor expenses 
beat the neighbours

COUNCILLORS at Luton 
Council get allowances 
of more than 50 per cent 
more than colleagues at 
a neighbouring council, 
figures have revealed. 

Research conducted by 
the Taxpayers’ Alliance 
(TPA) found that, out of 
the 56 unitary councils in 
England, Central 

Bedfordshire councillors 
received £10,200 on aver¬ 
age - compared with 
£7,500 for Luton Borough 
councillors. 

The TPA collated the 
information for every 
local authority in the UK 


for both 2010/11 and 
2011/12 with the 
research revealing con¬ 
siderable disparities 
between the basic 
allowance given to coun¬ 
cillors between similar 
authorities carrying out 
the same functions. 

The lowest allowances 
given in a unitary author¬ 
ity are in the Isles of Scilly 
where members receive a 
modest £3,300. 

Central Beds ranked 
16th on the allowances 
table, while neighbour¬ 
ing Luton Borough 
Council featured at 43rd. 

The highest amount 
given to councillors at 
the same type of authori¬ 


ty is at Durham County 
Council, a figure of 
around £13,300. 

TPA chief executive 
Matthew Sinclair said: 
“Many taxpayers will be 
surprised at how much 
the amount paid varies 
from one council to the 
next.” 

In luly it was revealed 
that members across the 
county had seen an 
increase in their 
allowances, with some 
claiming thousands of 
pounds more in the past 
year than during the pre¬ 
vious term including 
Central Beds leader 
James Jamieson, who 
earned more than 


£41,000 in 2011/12. 

A Central Beds 
spokesman said: 

"Allowances are based 
on recommendations 
by an Independent 
Remuneration Panel 
which takes into 
account issues such as 
the size of the electorate 

Council leader Hazel 
Simmons said: "In these 
times of cuts being 
imposed on the council 
by the Government, it is 
a shame that some of 
the Lib Dem councillors 
attend only half the 
meetings they are 
required to and yet still 
feel that they can take 
their full allowances." 


Something ‘odd’ about timetable for 11,000 new homes 


A PARISH councillor has branded 
development plans for 11,000 hous¬ 
es ‘lightweight’. 

Lynne Hammond, chairman of 
Streatley Parish Council, said Luton 
Borough Council’s draft response to 
Central Bedfordshire Council’s 
development strategy was ‘a very 
lightweight one for what is a very 
serious issue’. 

She was speaking after 
Wednesday’s Overview and Scrutiny 
Board meeting in which councillors 
were discussing Luton council’s first 


response to the draft proposals 
which include the building of a total 
of 11,000 homes in north Luton and 
Houghton Regis as well as work on 
the north Luton bypass. 

Cllr Hammond said: “I am happy 
that the Scrutiny Board have said 
they will put it forward for further 
scrutiny.” 

She added that the timetable cho¬ 
sen by the Luton council officers ‘is 
odd’ because their response could 
have come out sooner. 

During the meeting Conservative 


Luton Council leader Michael 
Garrett said ‘Luton can’t keep grow¬ 
ing and growing’, while Liberal 
Democrat leader David Franks said 
the plans can only be implemented 
‘under the right circumstances.’ 

A Luton Council spokesman 
said: “Central Beds initially indi¬ 
cated a consultation in May. 
However, its delay until June 20 
gave Luton little advance warning 
to reschedule, especially as we 
were working on our own local 
plan consultation.”

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Jail for arsonist who 
torched historic pub

AN ARSONIST who burned down 
an 800-year-old pub has been 
jailed for seven and a half years - 
after being shopped by an alert 
newspaper reader. 

Richard Waters was found guilty 
in June of burning down the Grade 
II listed Norman King in Church 
Street, Dunstable, in August 2011. 

The 12th Century inn was dam¬ 
aged beyond repair after fire took 
hold of the thatched roof and, after 
police released CCTV images of 
the suspect, Waters was recog¬ 
nised by a reader of our sister 
paper LD Express - a woman who 
had known him for ten years. 

When he was arrested police 
found a newspaper cutting relat¬ 
ing to the arson on his bedside 
table. They also recovered items of 
clothing which matched those 
worn by the man seen on the 
CCTV 

Waters, 43, pleaded not guilty to 
arson being reckless as to whether 
life would be endangered, but was 
convicted by a jury. 

He claimed to have no memory 
of starting the fire, and had no rea¬ 
son to do so. He had been drink¬ 
ing heavily and had taken 
cocaine. 

Prosecutor Will Noble told Luton 
Crown Court the blaze started just 
before midnight on August 9 last 
year and led to 50 people from 
neighbouring houses and the Old 


Palace Lodge hotel next door 
being evacuated. The fire did not 
spread but the pub could not be 
saved. The manager was also not 
sleeping there that night. 

He said images recovered from 
the CCTV harddrive showed a 
man with shoulder length scruffy 
hair in a ponytail, sit down on the 
step at the front of the Norman 
King before rolling a cigarette and 
lighting it. 

The man struggled to get to his 
feet and crouched down again. 

The jury was told that the man 
then took a swig from a bottle, 
glanced up at the roof and moved 
away, returning six minutes later, 
possibly to see if the fire had taken 
hold. 

Mr Noble said: “We may never 
know what his motive for doing so 
was.” 

The building was in the process 
of being refurbished and was 


closed at the time. It had been due 
to reopen in September last year 
as a function room. No figure had 
been put on the loss. 

On Wednesday, Judge Stuart 
Bridge told Waters: “This was 
deliberate and premeditated 
causing the loss of a building of 
real historical importance that 
was held in great affection by the 
people of Dunstable. It cannot be 
replaced and has caused signifi¬ 
cant financial loss.” 

Detective Chief Inspector Steve 
Vesztrocy said: “I want to pay par¬ 
ticular tribute to the investigating 
officers who went through a 
painstaking and meticulous 
enquiry which involved studying 
hours of CCTV footage until they 
found the suspect. As soon as 
those images were released, we 
were given a name and it didn’t 
take too long for the truth to 
unfurl.”

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Street gang snatch 
70s Olympic medal

A PENSIONER had an Olympics 
bowling medal taken from him in 
the street. 

The 74-year-old was approached 
by two black women and an Asian 
woman in Beechwood Road, 
Luton, who insisted he try on a 
necklace they were selling. 

The Asian woman put the chain 
around the victim’s neck even 
though he was protesting. 

He told her to remove it but as 
she did the woman also took the 
victim’s chain and the attached 
medallions with her. 

The Asian woman is described 


as being between 45 and 50 years 
of age, 5ft 6ins with a stocky build, 
wearing a jumper and a sari style 
skirt which she lifted and exposed 
herself to the victim before leav¬ 
ing. 

The other two were described as 
black, one of whom was 5ft 8ins. 

The officer in charge of the 
police investigation, PC Helen 
Summers, is keen to trace the vic¬ 
tim’s jewellery or anyone who saw 
the theft. 

PC Summers said: “The victim’s 
chain belonged to his grandmoth¬ 
er and is 200 years old. On the 
chain there were two medallions, 
one of which was originally 
awarded to the victim’s brother- 


in-law after he had participated in 
the Olympics in the 1970s for 
bowling. The medal has an 
inscription on the back in Italian 
and would be easy to identify. 

“Clearly these items are of huge 
sentimental value to the victim as 
they can never be replaced. I 
would appeal to anyone who saw 
the incident or anyone who may 
have been offered this jewellery 
for sale to contact the police so we 
can reunite this property with its 
rightful owner.”

MARIE Curie Cancer Care 
(MCCC) will be formally launch¬ 
ing its Luton operations at the 
ASDAWigmore store and it is 
inviting residents in the town to 
get involved. 

The programme is being organ¬ 
ised by the Beds/Herts MCCC 
fundraising team who want peo¬ 
ple to get involved in fundraising 
activities and be part of establish¬ 
ing the new group. 

Debbie Millard, a community

The chairwoman for Luton, 
Judith Levy, said she first got 
involved in volunteering after 
participating in a street collection 
for the charity. 

Judith said: “I was overwhelmed 
at the support and praise of what 
so many of the public were saying 
about the fantastic nursing care 
their relatives had received and 
support they themselves got from 
Marie Curie nurses at a time of 
great need, that I was determined 
to commit to getting involved in 
the charity. 

“Unfortunately these days, we 
are all touched by cancer at some 
time in our lives in one way or 
another.” 

In addition to directly assisting 


those in need, MCCC also spends 
a great deal of its resources on 
increasing its knowledge and 
understanding of how to improve 
the care its patients receive at the 
end of their lives; one area of this 
being palliative care research, an 
area of healthcare which focuses 
on relieving and preventing the 
suffering of patients.

It supports palliative and end of 
life care research through its proj¬ 
ect grant funding streams, the 
Marie Curie Cancer Care 
Research Programme - which is 
administered by Cancer Research 
UK - and the Dimbleby MCCC are 
Research Fund. 

Funds are also administered to 
seven fundamental scientific 
research groups which investi¬ 
gate the causes and treatments of 
cancer.

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Knife terror of PC 
during party rage

A POLICE officer called to a ‘terri¬ 
fying’ domestic violence incident 
was confronted by someone 
wielding a large kitchen knife. 

PC Brendan Street said Tony 
McDonald, of Farley Lodge, Luton, 
was highly agitated and his face 
was contorted. 

Prosecutor Claudette Elliott said: 
“He faced the officer and lifted the 
knife above his head, and he gen¬ 
uinely believed he was about to be 
stabbed.” 

The officer managed to use his 
Taser to disable McDonald, Luton 
Crown Court was told. 


The incident occurred on June 7 
in High Street North, Dunstable, 
following a house-warming party. 

McDonald, 27, had flown into a 
rage with his girlfriend and repeat¬ 
edly assaulted her by gripping her 
tightly round the neck. She told 
police it was the first time he had 
laid a hand on her but that night 
turned into a ‘raging bull’. 

A neighbour who came to her assis¬ 
tance was also pushed and thrown 
out of the house, said Miss Elliott. 

She said McDonald had a previous 
conviction for affray during which he 
barricaded himself in a room armed 
with two knives and a crowbar. 

McDonald pleaded guilty to two 
charges of common assault and 


one charge of affray. He was jailed 
for 18 months. 

Andrew Corcut, defending, said: 
“There is no justification for his 
conduct towards police. He is at a 
loss to account for his behaviour 
but he had consumed a significant 
amount of alcohol. 

“He does not accept there is an 
issue with his temperament.” 

He said his girlfriend had written 
to him in custody and wished to 
renew their relationship. 

Judge Stuart Bridge told 
McDonald: “The officer seriously 
believed you intended to use the 
knife on him. It was a terrifying 
incident for any police officer to 
have to confront.”

Homeless will 
be housed... in 
Milton Keynes

LUTON Council has 
bought nine flats to ease 
its housing shortage prob¬ 
lems - in Milton Keynes. 

Luton Borough Council 
acquired the flats, which 
will be used as temporary 
accommodation, to give 
the homeless a roof over 
their head. 

The move comes as the 
authority has been work¬ 
ing to develop new hous¬ 
ing options with housing 
associations and other 
organisations to increase 
the supply of accommoda¬ 
tion. 

A recent surge in demand 
for housing has caused the 
council to explore the 
option of procuring private 
sector lease properties 
outside of the town that are 
within a 25 mile radius. 

Although the properties 
are in Bletchley, the people 
being housed will remain 
the responsibility of the

council and are likely to 
remain at the flats until 
their homelessness is 
resolved, and they can 
move into permanent 
accommodation. 

Each flat is self-con¬ 
tained and built to a high 
standard and one of the 
flats has been prepared for 
disabled access. 

Councillor Tom Shaw 
said: “Homelessness con¬ 
tinues to be one of the 
biggest challenges we face 


as an authority and yet 
there is a worryingly low 
supply of suitable housing 
in Luton. This has led to an 
increase in the number of 
households in expensive 
and often unsuitable bed 
and breakfast accommo¬ 
dation. 

“Despite the housing cri¬ 
sis, we are still committed 
to reducing bed and break¬ 
fast usage down to zero 
and these new flats will 
provide homeless house¬ 
holds with good quality 
homes with access to local 
services. 

“Just as importantly, this 
will also provide a huge 
saving to local taxpayers in 
these difficult financial 
times. 

“While we would have 
preferred to have our 
homeless households in 
Luton, this simply isn’t 
possible. We will do our 
best to avoid placements 
of school age children and 
those with additional care 
needs.”

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Residents critical 
of sports closure

THE proposed demolition of 
Luton Regional Sports Centre 
and closure of its car park has 
been criticised by residents who 
have difficulty reaching a park. 

The site, which is in Stopsley 
and was closed following the 
opening of the new Luton Inspire 
Sports Village, used to provide 
access to the park on St Thomas’s 
Road for dogwalkers and people 
playing sports. 

One of the affected residents is 
Linda Tassell, 64, of Rosewood 
Close, who suffered a stroke earli¬ 
er this year. 


She says she fell while trying to 
climb a railing to gain access to 
the park because the gates were 
locked. 

Linda said: “I had a nasty fall. It’s 
ridiculous that I will not have 
access to this public space and 
no-one seems to be taking any 
responsibility for it.” 

Gilbert McDonnell, another res¬ 
ident who also uses the car park 
to access the playing fields, said: 
“If we park at the new centre in 
Hitchin Road there would be 
severe congestion in an area 
where the car park is too small 
and unsafe for dogs and disabled 
people.” 

Although the Regional Sports 


Centre is closed to the public, it 
will continue being used by 
Stopsley High for the next two 
terms. The majority of the costs 
for this will be covered by a dedi¬ 
cated schools grant and Stopsley 
High’s existing budget. 

Luton Borough Council is still 
responsible for some of the main¬ 
tenance costs of the building and 
says it expects these to amount to 
around £10,000. 

A council spokesman said: “The 
current proposal is for the centre 
to be demolished during the sec¬ 
ond quarter of 2013. The detail of 
the demolition is yet to be worked 
up as views are being sought from 
the public.”

We may have first seen this car's basic design back in 
2008, but the changes made to the much improved 
version on test here have fully rejuvenated its appeal. In 
terms of quality, running costs and hi-tech appeal, it's a 
car that's hard to overlook. There are no sheet metal 
changes to this improved post-2008 generation model: 
just mild cosmetic updates to a front end now featuring 
a set of wedgy A6-style headlamps positioned either side 
of a smarter single-frame grille and above a re-styled 
bumper and revised air intakes.
